Today is July 1st and it has been a wonderful day as the Lord has 
blessed both Brenda and I in many ways; but more of that later. June 
has been a long hard month, but one we can look back on and see the

Our Chapel service, which is held in the afternoon, is a small work, so 
there has been time on out hands to do new things for the Lord. Brenda 
and I have been helping out at Combe Down FIEC Chapel. The pastor is 
one who has no truck with the Ecumenical Movement and is strong on 
outreach in the area. We have had a busy month working with them. On 
Friday 3rd June we took a mini-bus full, plus two car loads, of older 
people out to lunch at the Bitton Vintage Railway Station (21 people in 
all). Six of those who came are not Chapel goers. We had a good 
chance to witness to them. Friday evening, the 10th, saw the Drop-in 
meeting for older people at the home of one of their Deacons. Fourteen 
gathered and I gave the epilogue; there were non-Christians a amongst 
us. 

On the Sunday 19th, for the forth time, seven of us went across the 
border into the county of Wiltshire, to take the evening service at the little 
Independent Chapel at Yatton Kennel. I preached from Matthew 14:12, 
the subject being “They went and told Jesus”. Refreshments were 
provided by the Chapel, from their new kitchen, which the Lord had 
provided free of charge. The following Friday, 24th July, was another 
Drop-in meeting. This time we took 17 older people to the little Church at 
Orchardleigh, near Frome. This is a very old Church that is part of the 
Prayer Book Society of the Church of England, which has nothing to do 
with unity with Rome. Indeed the Church Reader, who spoke to us was 
very strong on telling us that they do not have an Altar, but a ‘Table’ at 
the front of the Church, as they only preach one sacrifice, made at one 
time by Christ Jesus. The Church, surrounded by a moat and a golf 
course, has no electricity, so the organ is pumped by hand. It only holds 
about sixty people and they get around 20-25 at the Sunday service. We 
took some non-Church people with us. I spoke on Jesus healing the 
blind man on the road-side. Afterwards one lady, who is very 
anti-Church, said she enjoyed it so much that she wants to come to more 
of the Friday meetings. 

A few days later, on 26th Brenda and I went down to Crickham, near 
Cheddar Gorge, to take the evening service at an Independent Baptist 
Chapel. This Chapel has suffered several set-backs in the last six 
months or so, but they remain faithful. I preached from Psalm 21:6, 


“Thou hast made Him exceeding glad”, regarding our Lord’s joy in doing 
His Father’s great work of Salvation. Afterwards I was able to speak to a 
man who came in, but usually goes to a Charismatic Church about four 
miles away. Pray the Lord deals graciously with him. 

It’s our 44th wedding anniversary today, but it’s also the first Friday of the 
month, so we had another lunch out trip, this time 20 older people to a 
garden centre near Chippenham. We had a short message and prayer 
before we set off for a wonderful time. 

Health wise, things are not a 100%, Brenda was, on 22nd, at the Royal 
National Mineral Water Hospital in Bath diagnosed with Fibromyalgia. 
They say there is no known cure, so she must learn to live with the pain 
and discomfort. They are going to give her physio etc. My own problems 
are on going and I see the doctor next Wednesday morning. Brenda has 
had three deaths on her side of the family in the last 18 days. I took the 
first service on the 28th in Bath, and will be helping at the second at 
Weston-Super-Mare on Monday afternoon the 4th. The third has not 
been set yet, but will properly happen while we are away with an old 
friend the week after next. Overall, though, we can only praise our God 
for what has been a wonderful month.
